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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate, forging a postal reorg- 
anization bill in slep-by-step, 
hight-by-hight debate, has made 
sure strict pornography curbs 
will be part of any reform pack- 
age. 


And, in a 48-41 vote Monday 


night, it resisted a strong bid to 
toss out the bill written by its 
own Post Office Committee in 
favor

passed by the House. 


The antipornography 
meas- 


ure, identical to language in the 
House bill, was introduced by 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., 
endorsed by both the Democrat- 
ic and Republican Senate lead- 
ers and carried overwhelming- 
ly, 83-2.

offered 
by Sen. 


Henry Bellmon, R-Okla., to ac- 
cept the House bill, the Senate 
made inevitable a series of 
votes on specific provisions of 
the massive and historic postal 
reorganization act. The rejec- 
tion also set the stage for a pos- 
sible donnybrook over a bid to 
ban attempts at setting up a un- 
ion shop among the 750,000 post- 
al employes. 


As they stand, both versions 


would 
create 
a 
nonpartisan 


postal commission and a rate- 
setting board which would be- 
tween them run the mails, ne- 
gotiate with employes and set 
postage rates. 


Mail workers would get an 8 


per cent pay hike under both 
bills as part of a settlement 
made by the postal unions and 
the government last April fol- 
lowing the postal service's first 
strike. 


The act now under considera- 


tion would allow workers to bar- 
gain 
collectively 
for 
wages, 


working conditions and benefits 
—including, in the Senate ver- 
sion, the union shop. But it 
would bar strikes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court barred 8 to 0 to- 
day the sentencing of defend- 
ants, who are unable to pay- 
fines, to jail terms beyond the 
maximurns set by state laws. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 


ger, announcing the ruling, said 
the practice, permitted in most 
states and by the federal gov- 
ernment, is unconstitutional be- 
cause it discriminates against 
indigent defendants. 


The decision does not over- 


throw the familiar "$30 or 30 
days" alternative sentence, al- 
though four of the justices said 
they considered it unconstitu- 
tional to jail a poor man under 
any circumstances simply be- 
cause he could not pay a fine. 


The chief justice grounded his 


reasoning in opinions on the 
rights of indigent defendants 
that wefe; given by the high 
court under his predecessor, 
Earl Warren.

Artificial 
Turf Takes 
Over Sports 


By MIKE RATHET

NEW 
YORK 
(AP) - The 


manufacturers call ItAstroTurf, 
Tartan Turf and Poly Turf. The 
athletes have labeled it Mod- 
Sod. But whatever it's called 
there's little doubt that the in- 
creasing use of man-made grass 
substitutes could change the na- 
ture of several sports. 


The mod-sod revolution began 


virtually 
unnoticed 
when, 
in 


1903, 
the first synthetic surface 


was installed at the Meadows 
harness 
racing 
track 
near 


Washington, Pa. Not until three 
years later was the first base- 
ball diamond or football field 
covered, at 
Houston's Astro- 


dome. 


Now, seven professional base- 


ball and football fields are cov- 
ered with one of the three major 
varieties of artificial turf, more 
than 30 college football fields 
have been covered or are in the 
process of being covered with 
synthetic surfaces and the num- 
ber of running tracks resur- 
faced is reaching toward 100. 


And those figures do not in- 


clude the large number of mu- 
nicipally owned facilities from 
Flint, Mich., to Wichita Falls, 
Tex. and from St. Petersburg, 
Fla. to Spokane, Wash, already 
converted to mod-sod. 


The three major manufactur- 


ers of synthetic surfaces are 
Monsanto, makers of AstroTurf; 
3M Company, makers of Tartan 
Turf, 
and American Biltrite, 


makers of Poly Turf. AstroTurf 
and Tartan Turf are nylon prod- 
ucts and Poly Turf is a resin 
compound called polyproylene. 


AstroTurf and Tartan Turf 


cost about $3 per square foot to 
install, or somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $250,000 for a 
football field. Poly-Turf is not as 
expensive, 
and made its first 


major league breakthrough re- 
cently when the Orange Bowl, 
home of the Miami Dolphins, 
signed a contract. 


Tartan Turf also has been in- 


stalled in only one major league 
facility, Pittsburgh's new Three 
Rivers 
Stadium while Astro- 


Turf, the acknowledged leader 
in the glamor field of major 
league stadia, has its surface in 
Cincinnati, 
Dallas, 
Houston, 


Philadelphia, St. Louis and San 
Francisco. 


AstroTurf leads in the college 


football field with 26 installa- 
tions to eight for Tartan Turf 
and three for Poly Turf. But 
Tartan Turf has made its most 
significant strides in track with 
a resin compound now in use at 
78 world-wide facilities, includ- 
ing 32 in the United States. 


And it's in track that the syn- 


thetic 
surfaces— which 
resist 


wear 
and inclement weather 


better than grass and require 
less 
maintenance— have 
first 


provided evidence that mod-sod 
will have a major affect on 
sports as more and more fields 
are converted. 


At the recent 
Mexico City 


Olympics, on a track of Tartan 
Turf, more records were broken 
in running events than in any 
Olympic carnival in history, not 
one event from 1,500 meters on 
down surviving the assault de- 
spite the rarefied atmosphere 
that was supposed to drain ath- 
letes. 


In the nine men's events, up 


to and including the 1,500, six 
world records were set, one eq- 
ualled and two Olympic records 
established. 


In the six women's events, 


four provided world records, 
one tied the world mark and an- 
other tied the Olympic record.

Finley Is 
New Owner 
of Seals

NEW YORK (AP) - Just be- 


cause Charles 0. Finley is the 
new owner of the Oakland Seals, 
don't expect the National Hockey 
League team to start wear- 
ing white skates to match the 
white baseball 
shoes Finley's 


Oakland A's wear. 


Not right away, anyhow. 
"White skates are out right 


now from what I've heard the 
governors say," 
said Finley, 


Monday, after his $4.5 million 
bid was accepted over a com- 
parable offer by roller skating 
promoter Jerry Seltzer. "One 
governor told me they'd be fine 
but 
the fans in his building 


would wave hankies and blow 
kisses at the players." 


Getting 
fans 
in Oakland's 


building is Finley's first project. 
He is the third owner of the fi- 
nancially-troubled team in as 
many years and his Investment 
"paid off all of the franchise's 
outstanding obligations and left 
a modest excess," according to 
Clarence Campbell, president of 
the NHL. 


Finley first stepped into the 


sports picture a decade ago 
when he purchased the Kansas 
City Athletics. After a turbulent 
seven years spiced with several 
civic battles, Finley moved the 


team to Oakland after the 1967 
season. "I looked into possibly 
buying the Seals then," he.said, 
"but I didn't pursue it because 
the A's were just moving and I 
wanted to concentrate on base- 
ball at that time." 


Finley outfitted his baseball 


club in flashy uniforms which 
feature kelly green and gold col- 
or combinations—"my favorite 
colors." He said he expected to 
use the same colors for the 
Seals. 
, ••'- 


"'You know,"" said Finley,' 


"many people refer to my oper- 
ation in baseball as flamboyant. 
I like to think of it as colorful. 
Regardless of what you're sell- 
ing—baseball, insurance, hock- 
ey—you've got to put color into 
it. 


"If people think a colorful uni- 


form is flamboyant, then it's too 
bad. 1 like color and my players 
like their uniforms." 


Finley said he believed the 


main problem in Oakland so far 
has been in the area of promo- 
tion. 


"I believe in making fans feel 


wanted and appreciated," Fin- 
ley continued. "I want fans to 
feel entertained at a game—dur- 
ing the periods and between 
them too. But I learned in base- 
ball that you can have a lousy 
team and no matter how much 
promotion you do, it's impossi- 
ble to ballyhoo a funeral." 


Finley, 52, said he planned to 


move his family to the Oakland 
area. That overcame one of the 
main objections to his bid be- 
cause the Board of Governors 
was in no mood to accept absen- 
tee ownership for the flounder- 
ing Seals.

The cost covers about 18 miles of new and 


resurfacing of existing streets, some new water 


and sewerage lines under the new pavement, as 


well as new curb and gutters, total of 279 blocks. 


The record shows for 1967 — $230,782, in 1968 — 


$293,295; and in 1969 — $421,252. 


Do you know what was spent on Hope streets 


for maintenance and construction for the three 


years PRIOR to City Management? 


Here are the figures; In 1955 — $4,553. In 1956 


—$7,935. In 1957 — $2,003. Total sum — a "puny" 


$14,441. 


Take a look at the top photo. This is sixth 


street, a 36-foot vital artery east-west from 


Edgewood to Fair Park, completed in 1969, with 
adequate storm sewers. 


The bottom photo shows Avenue B, sometimes 


referred to as "Industrial Boulevard", started in 


1967 and completed in 1968. It is also 36 feet wide, 


with standard curb and gutters. 


Other streets of this type include South Grady 


in Southland Heights, South Edgewood, 


California Street, and a part of East Fourth. 


Altogether on these streets, 26,584 feet of curb 


was built over a total of 44 blocks of city streets. 


During the past three years, the City has also

Graebner, 2G, of New York, 


has a reputation as the biggest 
server among the eight men left 
in contention. 


At least one American fan is 


convinced Graebner will over- 
come Taylor and go on to win 
the title. That's his wife Carole, 
who played in the women's sin- 
gles here but was eliminated in 
her first match. 


The bookies today made John 


Newcombe of Australia, cham- 
pion in x9G7, favorite for the title 
at 9-4 odds. 


Tony Roche of Australia was 


made second favorite at 3-1, and 
then came Graebner at 6-1. Two 
more Australians, Roy Emerson 
and Ken Rose wall, were 7-1. 


British fans were taken by 


surprise when Taylor, a con- 
tracted professional for the last 
three years, demolished Laver 
in four sets. 


But Mike Davies, director of 


the American National Tennis 
League which has Taylor under

said: "I wasn't all 


that 
surprised. Roger is a 


rugged, strong guy, and very 
fit. He thrives on hard work,

The American has an 
extra burden to bear since Ar- 
thur Ashe, who was rated the 
top American hope for the title, 
has also been eliminated.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark. ( A P ) - 


Legalized gambling is an issue 
and you still hear about it, 
especially during an election 
year. 


Hot Springs once was re- 


ferred to as "Little I*as Vegas" 
and people were proud of it. 
The wide open gambling was 
referred to as the backbone of 
the city economy. 


Various trends to revive gam- 


bling as a legalized sport have 
occurred in the years since for- 
mer Gov. Orval E. Faubus 
made 
an 
initial crackdown. 


People hid slot machines in 
their basements and garages 
while others continued to op- 
erate private casinos in clubs 
in Little Rock. 


The Rockefeller administra- 


tion and Col. Lynn Davis of the 
Arkansas State Police finally 
appeared to have whipped what 
so many felt was the one thing 
which made Hot Springs live. 


But you still hear about it. 


Anytime an election year is at 
hand, the old fever to bring 
back 
gambling 
begins 
to 


spread. 


"It's election time again and 


you can expect the gambling 
issue to be at least mentioned. 


To determine what the citi- 


zens of Hot Springs feel about 
the prospect of legalized gam- 
bling, The Sentinel-Record con- 
ducted a sample survey by 
telephone this week, selecting 
numbers at random. 


The question: "Do you think 


gambling should be made legal 
in Hot Springs and how would 
you vote on this issue in a gen- 
eral election?" 


The responses were mixed. 
One lady said, "It's their 


priviledge. I don't gamble but 
I don't feel like others who wish 
to should be prohibited." 


"What would Christ do about 


it?" asked one lady. The next 
call reached a young man who 
said, "I could care less." 


Another lady started, "I don't 


understand anything about it. 
I'm just not interested." 


A typical remark was, "They 


are going to gamble anyway, 
we might as well bring it out in 
the open." 


"You bet I'm for it —. my., 


whole family is for it," resound-" 
ed from many people who obi 
viously feel that if gambling 
were brought back, Hot Springs 
might live again in the same 
vein as it did "back in the old 
days." Then the Spa was one 
of the biggest attractions for 
businessmen, politicans and 
people on vacations who wanted 
to spend their money.

Soybean growers have been 


redeeming their government 
loans on 1969-crop soybeaas at a 
steady pace, according to H. B. 
Gilbert, chairman of the Hemp- 
stead 
County Agricultural 


Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) 
Committee. 


Nationally, at last report, 


about 10 percent of the 1969-crop 
soybeans were under price- 
support loan, compared 
with 


more than 27 percent of the 1968- 
crop on the same date a year 
earlier. 


"Soybeans redeemed from the 


loan are being sold on the 
market," said the Chairman, 
"which of course makes farmers 
happy. 
A farmer would far 


rather sell on the market than 
have to to depend on the 
Government for his crop returns. 
These loan redemptions ought to 
make taxpayers happy too, for 
the more that comes out from 
under loan, the less it costs to 
take over unsold soybeans and 
store and ship them." 


The ASC Chairman pointed out 


that the Government price- 
support loan program, ad- 
ministered locally by the County 
ASCS Office, is a useful tool in 
helping spread crop marketing 
over a longer period. "It gives 
the producer some leverage in 
dealing with buyers, since he 
doesn't have to sell right at 
harvest, and it assures him a 
minimum price. But of course 
the aim of crop production is 
marketing and consumption— 
not Government storage." 


Local soybean growers are 


sharing in record marketings of 
soybeans both in this country arid 
overseas. Total soybean use is 
expected to go up to 1,136 million 
bushels for this year, compared 
with the 945 million bushels 
utilized in 1969. 


since those days E,.C! there are 
people who are just waiting for 
it to happen again.

Cases from Ohio and California 
bring up questions unsettled this 
term. 


The new justice's vote may be 


critical, too, when the court 
picks up where it left off on 
whether young men are entitled 
to exemptions if they have sin- 
cere scruples against the Viet- 
nam conflict but do not claim to 
be opposed to warfare general- 
ly. 


Significantly, perhaps, Black- 


mun joined Burger and Justices 
Byron R. 
White and 
Potter 


Stewart in dissenting Monday as 
the Supreme Court upset a draft 
evasion conviction. 


The ruling was an outgrowth 


of the 5-3 decision earlier this 
month that sincere opponents of 
warfare generally may be clas- 
sified as conscientious objec- 
tors. Blackmun's dissent sug- 
gests he may take a hard line 
on future draft cases. As a new 
man he did not participate in 
the earlier decision.

plan. 


Mrs. Meir told the Israeli par- 


liament she would not describe 
the proposal "because it was 
presented to us not for publica- 
tion." But her speech was seen 
as the Israeli 
government's 


reaction to the plan. 


Underlining Israel's determi- 


nation to hold on to the Arab 
sector of Jerusalem, captured in 
the 1967 war, Israel's district 
court in Jerusalem disclosed it 
will move on July 16 to the court 
rooms used by the Jordanians 
before the war.

Every Election Year 
Net Springs Heart

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


task force commissioned by the 
Nixon administration has found 
the nation's health care system 
antiquated, inefficient, largely 
inaccessible to the poor and ripe 
for change. 


As a first step, the blue ribbon 


panel says the administration 
should scrap the $6 billion-a- 
year medicaid program and 
substitute 100 per cent federally 
financed health insurance for up 
to 40 million poor persons. The 
yearly cost would range be- 
tween $10 billion and $18 billion. 


The task force also wants con- 


sumers to have greater voice in 
operating 
health institutions 


with the federal government 
more involved in developing a 
new medical care system. 


The chairman of the advisory 


committee, Blue Cross Presi- 
dent 
Walter 
McNerney, 
en- 


dorsed some form of universal 
national health insurance. But 
the panel suggested a second 
committee to consider possible 
national insurance legislation 
that could be introduced in 1971. 


The administration already 


has incorporated some of the 
panel's recommendations in its 
own legislative proposals, nota- 
bly, government support of pre- 
paid 
group practice 
and 
a 


small-scale 
trial 
of 
federal 


health insurance for welfare re- 
cipients. 


The President's plan unveiled 


three weeks ago substitutes con- 
tributory, federal insurance for 
medicaid assistance to the esti- 
mated 6 million families that 
would be eligible under the 
pending family assistance wel- 
fare reform proposal.

Furthermore, there are now 


growing doubts about the \vholc 
notion of a right to disaffirm. To- 
day's youth, observed one court, 
are often more sophisticated than 
their parents—hence less in need 
of special protection. Certainly 
it isn't as easy to think of them 
as babes in the commercial woods 
when they are wielding a buying 
power of perhaps 25 billion dol- 
lars per yenr. 


Accordingly, in varying degree, 


state legislatures have been get- 
ting stricter w i t h young people. 
Otic way has been to hold them 
fully responsible for certain types 
of contracts, such as educational 
loans. Another way has been to 
lower the age of maturity to 18. 
Still another way has been to 
deny the cancellation privilege to 
any youth who has deceived the 
merchant about his age. 


"The privilege may be used as 


a shield to protect the (minor)," 
said one court, "not as a sword 
to inflict injuries upon another."

Circulation of Blood 
Important in Phlebitis 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What Is meant by "vas- 


cular disease"? 


A—The term is not used 


by itself. Cardiovascular dis- 
ease refers to a coronary 
heart attack; cerebrovascu- 
lar d i s e a s e to a stroke 
caused by a brain hemor- 
rhage or blocking of an 
artery in the brain; and per- 
ipheral vascular disease to 
hardening of the arteries, 
clotting (Buerger's disease) 
or arterial spasms 
(Ray- 


naud's disease) in the ex- 
tremities.

' Q—-\Vhat*causes phlebitis? 
Can it be cured? 


A—Phlebitis is an inflam- 


mation in the veins, usually 
in the legs. It may be caused 
by an infection or by abnor- 
mal slowing of the circula- 
tion. It may follow childbirth 
or an operation.; After the 
acute stage, during which 
bed r e s t is advised, you 
should wear an elastic band- 
age. Don't cross your legs 
while sitting but keep them 
elevated on a foot s t o o l . 
When standing you should 
wiggle your toes frequently 
to keep the blood circulating. 
In stubborn cases surgical 
removal of the clot may be 
necessary. 


Q—How does a blood clot 


affect a person? 


A—When it is present in an 


artery, it impairs the circu- 
lation to the involved part. 
In most parts of the body 
(the 
heart and brain are 


notable exceptions) the ef- 


fect is slight because a col- 
lateral circulation t a k e s 
over. 


Q—I have had Buerger's 


disease since 1966. W h a t 
causes it? I take Cyclospas- 
mol but it doesn't help. Is 
there any new treatment for 
this disease? 


A—Smoking is a causative 


factor. The disease occurs 
almost exclusively in men. 
Experience with cyclande- 
1 a t e (Cyclospasmol) 
has 


been disappointing. All vic- 
.tirns. ,o.f Bue.rgeris disease 
s'nbald''do' the fdllowfhg ex- 
ercises: While lying on a 
bed, elevate your'legs on an 
inclined surface at about 45 
degrees using an inverted 
chair for the support. Hold 
this position until your feet 
blanch completely (about 45 
seconds), then sit up and 
swing your legs over the side 
of the bed and wiggle your 
toes and ankles vigorously 
until they are flushed (usual- 
ly two or three minutes). Lie 
down and rest for six min- 
utes. Repeat this cycle at 
least twice and run through 
these sessions three or four 
times a day. 


Operation is advised when 


the obstruction is limited to 
one segment of an artery in 
the leg.

morning. It is composed of 13 
women and 10 men, five of them 
Negroes. 


Judge William H. Cox of U.S. 


District Court swore in the ju- 
rors and said the federal gov- 
ernment would ask the jury to 
consider the possibility that out- 
side influences touched off vio- 
lence on the campus of the Ne- 
gro school. 


"It is a violation to travel 


across state lines with the intent 
of inciting to riot," Cox told the 
grand jurors. 
"This 
district 


shall not provide sanctuary for 
militants, anarchists or revolu- 
tionaries of any race." 


In his announcement of the 


federal probe earlier this month 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell said 
the grand jury would "make a 
complete investigation of all as- 
pects surrounding the incident 
which occurred'TVIay 15 to deter- 
mine whether or not any federal 
laws were violated." 


Mitchell announced the probe 


after federal authorities com- 
plained they were unable to get

Indians Get Cambodian Venture 
Big Judgment 
for Land 


WINDOW ROCK, Ariz. (AP) 


— A federal financial settlement 
for millions of acres of land 
claimed by the Navajo Indians 
may help solve the tribe's un- 
employment problems. 


The Indian Claims Commis- 


sion ruled in Washington Mon* 
day that the tribe occupied a 
much wider area of Arizona * 
New Mexico, Utah and Colorado 
than was included in an 8 mil- 
lion-acre reservation when a 
treaty was signed in 1868. 


The reservation now covers 


about 16 million acres. 


In the boundary lines laid 


down Monday, the Navajos are 
credited with what one commis- 
sion official said could be about 
30 million acres—about the size 
of Ohio. The ruling means the 
Indians should have been com- 
rpensated in 1868 for that acre- 
age. 


The Indians won't get the ad- 


ditional land which is lightly po- 
pulated and suitable only for 
grazing. But they may get a 
considerable dollar settlement 
when details are worked out to 
compensate them on the basis 
of 1868 land values. 


The tribe has valued the land 


at?$l an acre, but this would 
have to be decided by the Indian 
Claims Commission. .Said Har- 
old Mott, the tribe's general 
counsel; 


"An appreciable part of the 


money will go for industrial de- 
velopment. 
"Tribal Chairman Raymond 
Nakai is concerned about-, the 
high 
unemployment—about 


30,000 of 125,000 workers are,un- 
employed. It costs money to at- 
tract industry, and that's where 
some of it will go." 


Plants On the reservation now 


iiiake camera and missile com- 
ponents, tennis shoes, prefabri- 
cated housing and electrical 
products. 


In a related ruling Monday 


the commission gave the Hopis 
exclusive title to nearly 2 mil- 
lion acres also claimed by the 
Navajos. The Hopis' 2.45-million 
acre reservation is completely 
surrounded by the Navajo reser- 
vation. 


Also involved are overlapping 


claims by half a dozen smaller 
tribes. Mott said that until these 
are taken into consideration, it 
won't be known exactly how 
much land the Navajos gained.

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. planes 


and artillery 
today pounded 


Cambodian border areas vacat- 
ed by American ground troops 
as the last American advisers 
were pulling back into South 
Vietnam. 


Military sources said some 


advisers were still ;With the 
South Vietnamese forces who 
are remaining in the neighbor- 
ing country, but "all of the 
Americans will be out of Cam- 
bodia by midnight tonight/' 


The aircraft and artillery at- 


tacks were aimed at suspected 
supply dumps and .base camps 
which American ground forces 
did not have tune to, explore be- 
fore the June 30 deadline set by 
President Nixon for them to 
withdraw. 


It was not clear whether the 


bombing and artillery would 
continue after midnight. The 
U.S. Command refused to dis- 
cuss the possibility that big 
guns installed in a series of fire- 
bases along the border would be 
used in support of,South Viet- 
namese 
troops 
operating in 


Cambodia.

South Vietnamese officials an- 


nounced the withdrawal of-some 
5,000 of their troops, leaving 
34,000 South Vietnamese troops 
still Inside Cambodia. .The Sai-

which .they killed 1,149* Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese and 
captured more than 1,800 weap- 
ons and 58 tons of munitions. 


The U.S. Command reported 


the death of one American and 
the wounding of another in a Co-

down over Cambodia Monday in 
the final hours of the withdraw- 
al of U.S. combat troops. 


Officials said this brought the 


total U.S. casualties in Cambo- 
dia to 338 killed and 1,529 
wounded. It was the 36th heli- 
copter lost in Cambodia, the 
command said. 


U.S. officials also issued are- 


port claiming that the "average 
daily results" in Cambodia from 
May 1 to June 23 in terms of en-

times greater than the daily av- 
erage in South Vietnam in the 
previous 12 months, while the 
cost in U.S. and South Viet- 
namese killed was about one 
twentieth.

leading administration spokes- 
man, conceded before today's 
vote, there was little point in 
trying for outright defeat of the 
amendment sponsored by Sens. 
John Sherman Cooper,' R-KyiM< 
and Frank Chur'fti,' rttdafioT"**"' 


Dole said in tan interview the 


amendment apparently would 
pass. He said a big push for de- 
feat might at best bring a close 
vote for passage that would "be 
blown up into.a big victory for 
them and a defeat for the ad- 
ministration." 


Dole said Cooper-Church had 


been made more palatable by 
several amendments approved 
since debate began shortly after 
President 
Nixon 
announced 


April 30 that U.S. troops were 
being sent into Cambodia. 


Republicans also succeeded in 


blocking passage of Cooper- 
Church until after the President 
finished removing all American 
troops from Cambodia Monday, 
one day before his promised 
deadline. 


The end of the long debate 


coincided with Nixon's report on 
the Cambodian operation, which 
he said was intended to clean

and

nam. 


Griffin told the Senate Mon- 


day his amendment to permit 
U.S. support of foreign advisers 
in Cambodia "concerns the very 
heart of the Nixon doctrine."

troops to be withdrawn front 
Vietnam even faster than al* 
ready scheduled, even though 
the war may have been en- 
larged indefinitely by the allied 
attacks on enemy border sanc- 
tuaries.
